Washington, Dec. 10.—Representative 


Cyrus Cline, of Indiana, h»s a little 
monetary reform plan of his own which 
he intends to urge upon congress at this 
session. 
He proposes that 
national 


banks shall be permitted to ^nake loans 
upon real estate. 


Being ft national banker himself Mr. 


Cline has some very positive ideas as to 
how national banking should be carried 
on. 


"There is no better or more stable se- 


curity in the world than good farm 
land," he fays. 


Mr. Cline has shocked the spoilsmen 


in congre»s by coming out in strong and 
unequivocal terms in opposition to the 
omnibus building "pork barrel." 


The. entire system of providing for 


public "buildings in the United States U 
wrong," said Cline. "Nearly 150 of the 
buildings appropriated for two years 
ago are still unplanned and it wi'll be 
years before the buildings to be appro- 
priated for in the public buildings bill 
;it this session will be erected. Some 
nf the buildings which are being fought 
lor by representatives now in congress 
will not bo started .until after the men 
who ask for them have, retired from 
public life. 


''The fart that representatives now 


clamrr for government buildings for 
their ioo.-m or districts and are shelved 
by their constituents if congress fails 
to appropriate for one, puts the repre- 
sentatives in a false position. 
There 


should not be any such system. 


"The 
expenses of maintaining the 


public buildings to be appropriated for 
this year run into millions, .fust think 
where that expense will climb to in u 
<lo7.e.n years if we keep on spending mil- 
lions and millions for more public build- 
ings in every little town in the country. 
There is many a town where a small 
rent for office rooms would get ade- 
quate accommodations for the use of the 
United States in that particular sec- 
tion."
